Police, and of the proposed increase in the pay of Assistant

officials. The only reform that is called for-in. connection. 
with the higher ranks of the police service is, that. they 
should not be recruited from among the sons, nephews. and 
friends of Depaty Commissioners, Commissioners and other 
high officers, who have been found unfit, for service in. all 
other departments. The police administration will not 


improve until properly qualified natives are admitted to 
posts of trust and responsibility i in that department. The
